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NOTES OF 
GENERAL INTEREST 


It is rather a common thing to hear public documents sneered at 
as useless lumber. Such sneering is done, however, by persons who 
know nothing of the subject, though sometimes they are persons who, 
because of their positions, should have the knowledge which they 
lack. This is the 153d number of the Monthly catalogue, and there 
has been no number issued which did not announce the publication 
of many documents of real practical usefulness to large numbers of 
citizens. 

While this is true, it is also true that the present Catalogue an- 
nounces a rather unusual number of such documents. 

There is a new and revised print of the perennially popular 
“Horse book,” of which Congress at its latest session ordered a 
quarter of a million additional copies, making a total issue of more 
than a million. 

It is a little late to be printing the Census of 1790, the first 
census of the United States, but it is a fact that a very important 
part of it is now first printed. Synoptical tables were printed more 
than a hundred and ten years ago, but since the patriotic societies 
have stimulated the study of genealogy there has been a growing 
demand for the publication in full of the names and places of resi- 
dence of the heads of families as taken by the United States mar- 
shals in 1790, and this is the publication which is now being made. 
The British in 1814 burned the records for several of the States, 
but the majority are still extant. Those now printed are for the 
States of New Hampshire, Vermont, and Maryland, and others will 
follow. The names for each State are printed in a separate book, 
each one having an alphabetical index. These books will be sold 
by the Census Bureau only, and there will be no free distribution, 
even to the depository libraries. Applications for them should be 
made directly to that Bureau. 

Prisoners and juvenile delinquents in prisons is the title of an- 
other Census Bureau publication, a special report of interest to 
students of sociology. This one is sold by the Superintendent of 
Documents. 

Since the passage of the free-alcohol law, bureaus of the Agri- 
culture Department have been actively engaged in acquiring and 
disseminating information as to the production and use of the 
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cheap alcohol, from which great results are expected as an eco- 
nomical fuel. The title of this month’s publication on the subject is: 
Tests of internal-combustion engines on alcohol fuel. It is a 
pamphlet of 89 pages, illustrated by 20 plates and 18 text figures. 
The conclusions of the board of scientists by which the tests were 
made are decidedly favorable to alcohol as a fuel in preference to 
gasoline. ; 

These conclusions will interest all who have the automobile craze, 
and perhaps even more interesting will be found the new Special 
consular report on Motor machines. This gives information and 
opinions from American consuls the world over on the condition 
and prospects of the motor industry, boats as well as cars being 
reported on. 

Part 4 of the Reports of American military observers attached 
to the armies in Manchuria during the Russo-Japanese War is an 
extensive medical report, fully illustrated. The mangling of men in 
great wars gives the healing profession its greatest opportunities 
for acquiring knowledge. 

The Library of Congress issues a third and enlarged edition of its 
List of books relating to trusts. 

The long-delayed Report of the Governor of Hawaii for 1906 
contains nine new large-scale maps of the more important islands of 
the group. The engraving of these maps has caused the delay in the 
issuance of the report. 

The Manufactures Bureau issues a special report on the English 
eotton industry. Though England produces no cotton, it produces 
over 90 per cent of the world’s output of cotton cloth. 

Congress at its latest session directed the Labor Bureau to pre- 
pare a report on woman and child labor in the United States. As 
a preliminary publication, the Bureau issues a compend of the laws 
of the several States on this important subject. It is brought up to 
the latest practicable date. 

The Fisheries Bureau presents an interesting monograph on Un- 
utilized fishes and their relation to the fishery industry. 

There is a newly revised edition of Dr. William Tindall’s standard 
treatise on the Origin and government of the District of Columbia. 

The four new Water-supply and irrigation papers of the Geological 
Survey treat quite fully the water resources of Georgia and the 
surface-water supply of the Great Lakes and St. Lawrence River, 
the Missouri River, and the New England watersheds for 1906. It 
may surprise some readers to know that the Survey rates water as 
the most important mineral resource of the United States. 

The numerous publications of the bureaus of the Agriculture De- 
partment are always intensely practical. By no other organization 
at home or abroad are the results of scientific research so directly 
applied to the material good of the community. 

The agricultural list for the month is notably strong and useful. 
Besides the bulletin from the Experiment Stations Office on alcohol- 
fuel already mentioned, there is a thick pamphlet from the Chemistry 
Bureau giving the methods of analysis of the National Association 
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of Official Agricultural Chemists; also, from the Biological Survey, 
a Compend of the game laws of the various States and Territories 
for 1907; also, from the Plant Industry Bureau, a complete and 
voluminous schedule of the American varieties of garden beans, 
which are very much more numerous than most people are aware 
of; also, from the same bureau, a bulletin on Cold storage of small 
fruits; also, from the Public Roads Bureau, a bulletin for which 
the material was collected by great labor, on Public-road mileage, 
revenue, and expenses in United States in 1904—the total mileage 
being given as 2,151,570 miles, or enough to go around the world 
almost 100 times, but of all these millions of miles of roads only 
about 150,000, or 7 per cent, are improved; also, from the Forest 
Service, circulars on Strength of wood as influenced by moisture and 
on Chemical methods of utilizing wood. 

The caviler will find it difficult to put his finger on an unpractical 
or even an untimely title in these items selected from the September 
catalogue. A search of the whole catalogue would be equally un- 
availing. 


Appendix G to the 16th annual report of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission (1902) was not issued with the report, but parts 4, 5, 
and 2 were separately issued in 1903 in the order here given. These 
parts were subsequently issued as Congressional documents, being 
parts 3, 5, and 6 of House document 253, 58th Congress, 2d session, 
the three parts bound together as volume 738, dated 1904. Parts 1 and 
3 of Appendix G are listed for publication in the Congressional series 
as parts 2 and 4 of House document 253, 58th Congress, 2d session, 
to be bound as volume 72, but that volume has not yet been issued, 
and it is not known when it will be issued. Neither have parts 1 
and 3 vet been issued in any other form. 


February 1, 1904, in the 58th Congress, 2d session, an order was 
passed for printing the Journals of the Confederate Congress. It 
was estimated that the work would make eight volumes, and it was 
accordingly listed as Senate document 234, 8 parts, each part to make 
a volume—volumes 25-32 in the “sheep set.” This estimate was 
carried into the Document index for the 58th Congress, 2d session. 
When document 234 was completed it was found to fill only seven 
volumes instead of eight. Consequently there is no part 8 of docu- 
ment 234, no volume 32 of Senate documents, 58th Congress, 2d ses- 
sion, and no serial number 4617. A “dummy ” with an explanatory 
inscription is needed in the place of serial 4617 on the shelf, and a 
correction of the Document index (serial 4752) by striking out the 
entries for part 8 of Senate document 234 on pages 69, 385, and 489. 

It is not at all surprising that this error should occur in the 
Index, for it was necessarily compiled and published long before 
document 234 had been printed. 
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In the same Index, at pages 101, 440, and 493, Fisheries bulletin, 
volume 23, 1903, is listed as one volume. It was subsequently issued 
in three volumes, and in the Public Documents Library its serial 
number, 4744, has been split into three and appears as 4744, v. 1; 
4744, v. 2, and 4744, v. 3. This Office tries to foresee these incorrect 
estimates and changes of purpose of authors and publishing bureaus, 
but it is not possible to see very far into this kind of a millstone. 


Those publications noted in the catalogue which are marked by an 
asterisk (*) and for which a price is quoted are sold by the Super- 
intendent of Documents. Those which are marked with an obelisk 
(7) are distributed by the offices which publish them, usually free 
of charge, but sometimes by sale.
